SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Erotic Fire 24 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Erotic Fire 24 consists of three photo-series explicitly depicting sexual activity and has 
a few photographs of naked women posing solo. The text which accompanies each 
photo-series is written from the women’s point of view and describes the women, in 
explicit language, as sexually insatiable. 

The classification is because the magazine degrades and dehumanises the 
participants to a high degree and reasonable extent, in particular the women, by 
presenting their genitals in close focus and by presenting women with their genitals 
splayed, both while engaging in sexual activity with men and posing by themselves. 
Such degrading and dehumanising images contribute significantly to the dominant 
effect of the magazine. 

The rights and freedoms under si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act) have been considered. However, the degrading and dehumanising aspects of the 
magazine outweigh the right to freedom of expression. This limitation on the 
availability of the magazine is demonstrably justifiable, as per s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
